It  was 
praetlcany  indastructahle,  but  much  too  warm 

lor  comfort  In  the  hot  .Manirnb:i  .Summers. 
From  ihe  small  supply  of  metal  available  they 
haauncr  <t  .  lit  khaiaa  for  their  hand-plougha 

and  bliiiit's  f(jr  Uie  .sickle  and  s.'\'h.  ri-.rir 
iorks,  harrows,  hoes,  etc.,  were  all  made  of 

wood.  Their  amaU  plots  of  ground  were  hand- 

sown,  were  reiipe<l  with  a  .sickle,  threshed  with 
the  flail  and  ground  into  a  coarse  meal  by  the 
use  of  the  nether  atoaea,  oxaetly  as  Med  by 
the  Ancient  Egj'ptlans.  These  latter  were 
most  uiteresting.

Tlit  l  ;  ,  n  was  Al- 
tered by  hand  into  the  centre  of  the  upper 
atone,  whtali  wag  laborktely  tunM  around  by 
hand  by  meana  Of  a  wooden  peg  faatened  near 
the  rim,  and  a  coaiae  meal  thua  ground  out 
Oapa,  mitta.  moocaalaa,  canoes,  dugouU  and 
many  household  ItfaoBlg  were  fashioned  In- 
dian style.  They  tnade  their  own  candles, 
harhees,  etc..  while  the  Red  River  cart,  famed 
for  iU  noise  axKl  the  fact  that  ao  nvetal  was 
used  in  its  manufacture,  has  c«ne  down  la 
history  as  a  unique  contrivance. 

How  hardly  they  were  prnt  to  it  for  subsist- 
ence is  best  illustrated  by  a  fa  t  related  to  the 
author  by  his  mother.
